The versatile Mr. Jacobs has done his part well. 
The Fables have never been more clearly, or more 
briefly, told. And the notes concerning their pedigree 
give it an equal claim to a place on the library, as on 
the nursery and school-room shelves. But it is Mr. 
Heighway’s part that most concerns us here. His de- 
signs have great individuality. The purely decorative 
ones are the best, but his strong, rigid lines he can 
sometimes use with admirable effect in the making of 
humorous pictures. The arrangement of text and 
designs seems particularly good.

The apocryphal tale of Alexander, known to young 
and old, learned and unlearned, in the middle ages 
through the medium of poets and story-tellers, is here 
told for young people, By dint of some selection, some 
explanation, and by the exercise of good common 
sense in the plan and language of the story, Mr. Steele 
has succeeded in a not very easy task. The 
book is one for boys and girls of robust imaginations 
who love heroic tales. For older folks, there are some 
interesting notes on the history of the legend. Mr 
Mason and the printers have made a very sightly book 
between them. It is certainly one of the half-dozen 
most pleasing to look at among the gift-books of the 
season. There are good full-page illustrations, but in 
his chapter-headings and tail-pieces Mr. Mason has 
been specially successful, and we have selected one of 
the former as a sample of his decorative work.

And after all, as we have said, he 
has written his history and exposition of the subject 
not so much in his downright breezy criticisms and 
expressions of opinion as in his choice of examples, 
which are very numerous and very catholic.

They are not less striking than those told in Samuel Warren’s “ Diary of a 
Late Physician,” whilst several of them are founded on actual occurrences, 
and others show the immense advances which Medical Science has made in 
these later years.
